CHAPTER CANAVIL 


An act relating to the Centennial Celebration of American 
Independence. 


Preamble. Wuereas, It is proposed by the people and government of 
the United States, that the Centennial Anniversary of 
American Independence shall be celebrated by a great in- 
ternational exhibition, to be held in Philadelphia, with the 
view of exhibiting to the world the progress made by the 
republic in one hundred years; and whereas, by an act of 
congress approved June first, one thousand, eight hundred 
and seventy-two, a centennial board of finance was created 
for the purpose of procuring the funds necessary to erect 
buildings and meet the expenses of the exposition; and 
whereas, the said proposed exposition, being entirely na-

iture; and whereas, there now is and for a considerable 
time past has been, a suit pending in the court of chan- 
cery of this state (originally instituted by the widow and 
infant children of said Edwin A. Stevens, against two 
of the executors of said deceased, the attorney-general o 

this state and an adult daughter of said deceased,) involv- 
ing for judicial decisions, among other things, the powers, 
rights and duties of said executors in respect to finishing 
and disposing of said vessel, the rights of this state as 
well as those of the widow and children of said deceased 
in and to said vessel, and the money appropriated by the 
will of said deceased to finish said vessel; and also 
the rights of the heirs-at-law of Robert L. Stevens, de- 
ceased, in and to said vessel; and whereas, the dam 
which separates the basin containing said vessel from the 
waters of Hudson river, and other protections to said ves- 
sel, are believed to be insecure and Jiable to be at any 
time broken by the force of the waters of said river or 
otherwise, and great, if not irreparable damage done there- 
by to said vessel; and while the protection and preserva- 
tion of said vessel, since the work of finishing it stopped, 
has been and will continue to be largely expensive to said 
executors, the said vessel, and its constituent parts have 
been and will continue to be (rapidly and largely) dete- 
riorating in quality and value, so that, unless said vessel 1s 
disposed of at an early day, it will be of but small value 
to any one and will be substantially wasted and lost; and 
whereas, the interest, if any, of the heirs-at-law of Robert 
L. Stevens in and to said vessel is but a part interest in 
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common with others, and the state, if said vessel be ad- 
judged to it, can, under the permission of congress here- 
totore given, make no use of said vessel, except to sell it;

CHAPTER CCCAXYVI. 


A further supplement to an act entitled “An act to incorpo- 
rate the City of Hoboken,” approved March twenty-eighth, 
one thousand eight hundred and fifty-five.

quired and authorized to receive such horses, cattle, sheep 
and swine, and the party (or the poundkeeper, if the duty 
be performed by him), shall have twelve cents per head for 
impounding each horse or head of cattle, five cents per head 
for each sheep, and twenty-five cents per head for each swine ; 
and the keeper shall have twelve cents per head for every 
horse or head of cattle, five cents for every sheep, and twen- 
ty-five cents for every swine for letting in the pound, and 
shall also have twelve cents per head for every horse or head 
of cattle, five cents for every sheep, and twenty-five cents for 
every swine for letting out of the pound; and for feeding 
and attending, ten cents per head for horses and cattle, five 
cents per head for sheep, and ten cents per head for sheep, 
and ten cents per head for swine, for every twenty-tour hours 
they shall continue in said pound ; and if the owner or own- 
ers of said horses, cattle, sheep or swine so impounded, shall 
not pay the charges of impounding and keeping within four 
days after such beasts shall be impounded and take the same 
away, it shall then be the duty of the poundkeeper to set up 
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advertisements in five of the most public places in said town- 
ship, describing such horses, cattle, sheep or swine, do not 
appear and redeem the said beasts before the time so noti- 
fied, the poundkeeper shall sell the same accordingly, and 
out of the money arising from such sale shall pay the charges 
of conveying to the pound, and retain in his hands his fees 
for impounding, keeping and feeding said horses, cattle, sheep 
or swine, and fifty cents for advertising sale and collecting 
the money for each horse, cattle or swine, and ten cents for 
each sheep, and return the overplus to the owner or owners 
of the beasts, if they shall appear to claim the same; and if 
no owner or owners shall appear and claim such surplus 
within six months after such sale, the same shall be paid to 
the overseer or overseers of the poor of the tuwnship afore- 
said, to be expended for and towards the support of the poor 
thereot.

1. Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That section three of the said act 
be amended so that it will read as follows: 

“That an election shall be held in said city on the second 
Monday of April in each year, between the hours of eight 
o’clock in the forenoon, and seven o’clock in the afternoon, 
at such places as the city council shall appoint, of which 
elections at least seven days’ previous notice shall be given 
by the city council, by publication in two newspapers print- 
ed and published or circulating in said city, and by a notice 

ut up in a conspicuous place in each of said wards; provi- 
ded, that the first election held after the passage of this act 
shall be held, notice thereof given, and the returns thereof 
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be made and the result ascertained and dec!ared, in the same 
manner and under the same regulations as provided for by 
the present charter of “The Village of Passaic,” and that 
the officers of said first election shall be the persons elected 
under the provisions of said present charter of said village ; 
and at the first election, and at the elections once in every 
two years thereafter, there shall be elected in and for the 
said city one mayor, who shall hold his office for the term of 
two years; and in each year there shall be elected in and 
for the said city one overseer of the poor, one clerk of elec- 
tiuns. two surveyors of the highways, three commissioners 
of appeal in cases of taxation, and one collector, all of whom 
shall hold their offices respectively for the term of one year, 
and aS mauy justices of the peace as are provided for by 
jaw; and by the legal voters of each of said wards respect- 
ively, there shall be elected in each year three councilmen, 
one judge of elections, one constable for the county, one as- 
sessor and three trustees of public schools, who shall hold 
their offices respectively for the term of one year, and one 
chosen freeholder, who shall hold his office for the term pro- 
vided for by law for chosen freeholders of the county of Pas. 
saic ; provided, that until the expiration of the term of office 
of the present chosen freeholder of “The Village of Pas- 
saic” no chosen freeholder shall be elected from the ward 
in which he resides, and if vacancies happen the persons 
elected to supply such vacancies shall be elected for the un- 
expired term only; said elections shall be by ballot, and each 
ballot shall specify the number of the ward by endorsement 
on the back thereof, from which said councilman, judge of 
elections, chosen treeholder, constable, assessor and trustees 
of public schools are voted for, and in case any ballot shall 
fail so to designate the number of the ward, the names in 
relation to which such omission shall occur shall not be 
counted by the judges of election in determining the result ; 
the city clerk shall provide the judges of said elections, with 
three ballot boxes, one for each ward, in which they shall 
deposit the ballots of the voters from the corresponding 
wards, and the said clerk shall be subject to the same pen- 
alties as township clerks are subject to for neglecting to 
procure such boxes and keep the same in repair; and the 
said elections shall be held and conducted in the same man- 
ner and under the same regulations as to qualification of 
voters and otherwise as provided by law for the election of 
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members of the legislature; and the said judges and clerk 
of elections may hold any such election, notwithstanding 
they or either of them may be candidates for re-election, 

2, And be it enacted, That section four of said act be 
amended so that it will read as follows: 

That the judges of election and clerk of elections shall con- 
stitute a board of election, and in case of absence, disqualifi- 
cation or inability of any of them, the vacancy shall be sup- 
plied in the manner prescribed by the law of this state in 
such cases; the name of each voter at such election shall be 
written in a poll book by the clerk of elections, and after 
the poll shall be closed, the said judge of election shall im- 
mediately count the votes given for the several candidates, 
and certify the result under their hands, and deliver such 
certificate to the city clerk, who shall file and preserve the 
same in his office, and shall also, within five days thereafter, 
file a true copy of such certificate in the office of the clerk 
of the county of Passaic; the person receiving the greatest 
number of votes given for any office in said city, shall be 
deemed to be elected to that office ; and the city clerk shall, 
within five days after such election, give written notice of 
his election to each of the persons elected. 

8. And be it enacted, That section nine of said act be 
amended by striking out the words “who shall be clerk of 
election.” 

4, And be it enacted, That section thirteen of said act be 
amended by inserting after “judges of election” near the 
end of the section, the words “and clerk of elections,” and 
by striking out the words “and the clerk aforesaid shall be 
the clerk of such elections.”. 

5. And be it enacted, That section fourteen of said act be 
amended by striking out the words “entitled to the same 
compensation.” 

6. And be it enacted, That section seventeen of said act be 
amended so that it will read as tollows: 

That the councilmen of said city, duly elected, shall con- 
stitute and be called “The City Council of the City of Pas- 
saic.” 

7. And be it enacted, That section eighteen of said act be 
amended so that it will read as follows: 

That the city council shall annually elect a president from 
its own body, and, in his absence, a president pro tempore ; 
appoint its times and places of meeting, and make and 
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adopt such rules, regulations and by-laws, for its own gov- 
ernment and dispatch of business as it shall think proper. 


8. And be it enacted, That section nineteen of said act be Amend- 
t. 


amended so that it will read as follows: 

That the city council shall be the sole judge of the qual- 
ifications of its own members, and shall have power to issue 
writs of subpcena ad testificandum for, and administer oaths 
and affirmations to witnesses, keep a journal of its proceed- 
ings, and may punish or expel a member for disorderly con- 
duct, or a violation of its rules; but no expulsion shall take 
place except by a vote of two-thirds of all the members 
elected, nor until the delinquent member shall have had five 
days’ notice of the proceedings, and an opportunity to be 
heard in his defence. 


9. And be it enacted, That section twenty-one be amended Amena- 


by inserting in the middle of the section, between the words 
“mayor” and “shall,” the words “and the president of the 
city council ;” and after the said word “shall,” insert “ re- 
spectively.” 


10, And be it enacted, That section twenty-three of said Amend- 


act be amended so that it will read as follows: 

That every ordinance passed by the city council shail, be- 
fore it takes effect, be presented by the clerk to the mayor, 
duly signed by the president of the city council and the city 
clerk; if he approve he shall sigu it; if not, he shall return 
it with his objections, and file the same with the clerk, with- 
in ten days atter he receives it; and the said city council 
shall, at its first regular meeting thereafter, order the objec- 
tions to be entered at large in its journal, and shall proceed 
to reconsider the same; and if two-thirds of all the council- 
men shall agree to pass the same it shall take effect; but 
in every such case the final vote upon the passage of such 
ordinance shall be taken by ayes and noes, and be entered 
in the journal; and if any such ordinance be not so return- 
ed by the mayor within ten days as aforesaid, it shall take 
effect as though he signed it.

sum of one thousand dollars and interest on the same is 
raised, and then said poll tax to cease; providing, said poll 
tax shall not at any one year exceed the sum of four dol- 
lars and fifty cents per poll.

1. Be rr Enactep by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That the third section of the act tu 
which this is an amendment, be and the same is hereby 
amended, to read as follows: 

3. And be it enacted, That an election by ballot shall be 
held annually on the second Monday in April, in each of the 
wards and election districts in said city, between the hours 
of seven o’clock in the morning and seven o’clock in the 
afternoon, at such places as the board of aldermen shall ap- 
point, of which places the city clerk shall give notice at 
least one week before the day of election, in two daily news- 
papers published in said city; at the election under this 
act in the year one thousand eight hundred and seventy- 
five, and every second year thereafter, there shall be elected 
one person to be mayor of said city, who shall hold his 
office for the term of two years; and at the first election 
under this act in the year one thousand eight hundred and 
seventy-four, and in each and every year thereafter, there 
shall be chosen two commissioners of assessment of taxes 
for said city, and in and for each of the wards of said city, 
one alderman, and one commissioner of public instruction, 
who shall hold their offices respectively for the term of two 
years; and one constable, who shall hold his office one year;

they may have a common seal, alterable at pleasure ; and 
Corporate by the title of the mayor and council of the City of Belle.
